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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 





Your local organization to prevent and extinguish 
brush and woods fires is glad to report a good year of 
forest protection in 1948. In spite of danger condi- 
tions nearly equalling at times those of 1947 when 
great losses were suffered in New Hampshire and New 
England, fire damage and loss this year have been 
gratifyingly low. ? 


With the continuing cooperation of all the people, 
we can hope to have another successful year in 1949. 
Let us remember that in any year, over 90% of.all 
fires are caused by carelessness and that all of these 
man-caused fires are preventable. 


Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland 
than for many years in the past. Smokers, campers 
and tourists who use our outdoors are also more nu- 
merous than ever before. We must therefore be ready 
for fires which might occur but, above all, prevention 
by everyone is the greatest need. 


A few simple precautions taken by every citizen 
will help, as follows: 


1. Always get a written permit from the war- 
den before kindling a fire outdoors when the ground is 
not covered with snow. 


2. If you smoke, always extinguish matches and 
tobacco before dropping or throwing them down. In 
automobiles, always use the ash trays. 


3. Report fires and smokes to the warden with- 
out delay.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Middleton: 


This report for the school year ending June 30, 
1948, is my third annual report. During the year re- 
ported there were thirty pupils enrolled at the Ridge 
School under the direction of Miss Roberta Giddings. 
Miss Giddings, who was teaching for the second year 
in this school, moved to another locality at the end of 
the year and was replaced by Mrs. Blanche Wentworth 
of Union, N. H. 


The extremely crowded conditions in the school 
made necessary either opening another school or trans- 
porting more pupils to some other district. After the 
school board and a committee of citizens had consulted 
with the Commissioner of Education it seemed best in 
the interest of the children concerned that the seventh 
and eighth grades be transported to Rochester, and the 
fifth and sixth grades to Union School. This left the 
first four grades in the Ridge School with an enroll- 
ment currently of seventeen pupils. This makes a 
group size which can be efficiently taught by one teach- 
er, but is still limited by lack of space in the school 
building and lack of adequate playground space. An 
allotment of $1,200.00 from the State Board of Edu- 
cation was made to assist the district in making this 
reorganization. Reports from the Rochester School 
show that these pupils are doing a high grade of work. 


The Cooperative School Act of 1947 permits two or 
more school districts to join in the organization and 
operation of a school. This act has attracted much at- 
tention in the school districts throughout the state and 
many communities are studying the possibility of such 
an organization of their school facilities. It would be 
wise for the citizens of Middleton to acquaint them- 
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selves with the provisions of this act and explore the 
possibilities of joint action with adjacent communities 
of such a project. Even with generous state aid the 
present cost of transportation and tuition places a 
heavy burden on the tax payers of this district, and 
with the numbers of children to enter school during 
the next five years is likely to continue, 


_ The extreme scarcity of elementary teachers well 
qualified is a condition still with us and will probably 
continue for several years. We are fortunate to have 
available a teacher so well qualified as Mrs. Wentworth. 
She deserves, and will appreciate, the greatest coopera- 
tion from parents and citizens. 


In these trying times of increasing school enroll- 
ments, high costs, and difficult adjustments the fine 
spirit of cooperation of members of the School Board, 
the teacher, citizens, parents, and pupils makes easier 
the solution of our problems of education. Your su- 
perintendent assures you of his appreciation of your 
attitude and your efforts.
